Columbua, 0.,Sept. 1.— The free 
silver campaigu in Ohio attained its 
highwater mark in Clevelend last 
night, but the outpouring of people 
to te* and hear the Demoeratic pres- 
idential candidate at the State Cap- 
itol to-night was greater in propor- 
tion to the size of the city than diiat 
in the northern rcetropolis had been. 
Mi'. Bryan had the State Capitol 
groands for bis iorum, and the 
memory of thf) local politicians con- 
tains no Bucb demoDstratioo as the 
one in which he plajed the star part. 
Inhabitants say that no political at- 
traction has ever drawn so strongly 
in Columbus. 

A roofed and flag-draped platform 
faced the eastern front of the Capitol 
building, and a« Mr. Bryan looked 
down from ita beighth, twenty feet 
abore the street, he saw the steps 
and terraces packed in solid rows 
with the gloomy stoDe wall for the 
background, while about the other 
three sides of the stage across

From the Cbittendon Hotel half a 
mile away Mr. Bryan came to the 
Capitol in a barouche drawn by four 
e horses, and under the escort of 
several free silver clubs of Columbus 
and neighboring towus, enlivened by 
bands and unique campaign devices, 
in which mammoth silver dollars 
shared conspicuous places. 

A shrill cheer marked bis progress 
iloug the attMt,,aBd multiplied in its 
uteusitv. announced his arrival at the 
platform, thereafter beatiug the uirit 
vave after wave throughout hi^ 
ipeech. On account of the size o 
his audience Mr. Brvan adopted , 
novel method of speaking, talking to 
sections of tka crowd alternately from 
each of the foaraidea of tha platform.

>. Thurmau, son of the "OldBoman," 
ho has been fighting for free silver 
in Ohio for several years.

Ladies and Oentlamen : This is the 
largest audience to which I ever tried 
to speak. I have had occasion ' 
speak with audiences that filled 
houae, but never had occasion 
speak to an audience which filled all 
outdoors.

I desire to impress upon your 
minds the fact that the enemy we are 
fighting in this campaign is an enemy 
which has never gone into an open 
battle. The advocates of gold stan- 
dard have never dared to aubmit the 
standard to the arbitrament of a 
ballot. Every step that has 
been taken has been taken by stealth 
and without liie apprpyal of 
the American people. When sil- 
ver was demonetized in 1873 the 
people had not discu;sed it and 
persons who were members of Cou 
gress and who \oted upon the meas- 
ure testified that they did not under- 
stand that the bill tlenionetized silver. 
When the crime was discovered and 
the American people attempted to 
restore eilver to its ancient place by 
the side of gold, the opponents of free 
coinage forced the Bland act upon 
Congress as a compromise, and aa 
soon as the Bland act went into force 
;ree silver proceeded 
to repeal the Blami act and left 
nothing in its place. But the silver 
sentiment grew until 1890 and in that 
vear the opponenta of free coinage, 
being afraid of the passage of a free 
coinage bill, secured another com- 



ipport of that measure 
'uator Sherman made a speech and 
the course of that speech he went 
to say that we required more than 
$42,000,000 new monev every year to 
keep pace with population and in- 
dustry and he advocated that meas- 
ure on the ground that it gave to the 
people more money and yet in his re- 
collections, published only a few 
months ago, y,ni will find that Sena- 
tor Sherman there says that be was 
in favor of the Sherman law simply 
to prevent free c iiuage and that he 
was willing to vote for its repeal the 
day after it was euactetl if he could 
prevent the substitution of free coin- 
age.

They secured the repeal of the 
Sherman law and they pretended 
that when thev got that out of the 
way they would restore silver to its 
former place. There were some who 
said that the trend of the Sherman 
law was to that end and that we had 
clear away the rubbish before we 
could build up a good system; and 
there were others who said that if we 
stood by free silver we would drive 
Europe to bimetallism. But those 
who made this argument have proven 
that they were not sincere and that 
their purpose was to deceive the 
American people. (Applause.) 

In this campaign even party in its 
platform so far, has deciare<l that 
the principle of bimetallism is 
better than a gold staudard; and yet 
in spite of these declarations yo" 
known there is a body of people iuthe 
United States who, under the cover 
of frendliness to bimetallism, are 
seeking to fasten a gold standard up- 
on the American people.

Machines Sold on Chance at Many 
Cigar and Drug Stores. 

The bicycle raCHe has caught the 
tflwn. The number of wheels dis- 
posed of in this manner every week 
is astonishing. Unlike the turkey 
raiBc, the bicycle raffle shuns the 
saloon. It is usually held in cigar 
or drug stores, and in certain parts 
of the town proprietors of such 
stores who do not have raffles et 
least twice a month begin to notice 
that their pxipularity and their trade 
is on the decrease. 

The raffle tickets are arranged in 
cumulative order and range in price 
from 1 cent to $1.50 for high grade 
wheels, one dollar being the maxi- 
mum limit on tickets for wheels of 
inferior make. The purchaser draws 
from a bunch of sealed envelopes and 
pays the price marked on the in- 
hod of selling 
tickets, which lends an additional 
element of chance to the lottery, has 
proved very effective. Strong, In- 
deed, must be the will of the young 
man who can resist the temptation 
to try his luck at securing a good 
wheel at small cost The people 
who conduct the raffles always as- 
prospective victims that "near- 
ly all the high numbers liavo been 

young man grows reckless and 
draws three innocent-looldng en- 
velopes. The first ticket may read 
"49 cents." That is not bad, but 

the other may cost $1.33 and $1.46 
■i'S[)octively. Slowly and thought- 
ully the victim pays the bill, while 
lis friend, who holds the cards, 
.milingly sympathizes with him for 
I moment and then goes oflf to seek 
Jther game, leaving the speculator 
to reflect upon the fact that he is .)ut 
$3.25 and has only tbtoe chances in 
150 of winniBg B'seoond-hand wheel. 

The rafBe scheme is not practiced 
alone by persons who want to got 
rid of old wheels. Many smart people 
have adopted it purely as a business 
venture and offer the winner his 
choice of any wheel made by a cer- 
tain manufacturer. One of these 
enterprising fellows explained his 
method as follows: "I go to a fac 
tory ana tell the manager that I 
want to raffle one of his machines. 
Upon the payment of a small amount 
he places a bicycle in the window of 
a certain cigar store. The balance 
is paid after I have sold all my 
tickets. One hundred and fifty of 
these sell for about $113 and as I get 
my wheels at reduced rates I clear 
quite a sum on every raffle. Why 
do I get a di.scount? Well, in these 
days of close competition makers 
take advantage of every opportunity 
to advertise their wheels, and one 
which is displayed for a mooth ia a 
cigar stonMr|iereit iiillfa#.^otieed 
and talked about, gets more adver- 
tising than it would if exhibited at 
half a dozen cycle shows. Then 
again you can see how the cigar man 
profits. The lucky man must of 
course 'set 'em up,' and as everyone 
present is a loser and naturally, 
wants all he can get for his money, 
he calls for the best in stock." 

The deplorable feature of this, the 
latest offspring of the cycling craze, 
is that it develops a habit which 
seems to be contagious. If anyone 
doubts the truth of this statement, 
let him investigate and he will find 
that many of his young male ac 
queintances hold one or more tickets 
in some bicycle raffle.

Jjuyl Of course, you cannot get any 
money unless you have something to 
sell; that is, ordinarily you cannot. 
If you are in a syndicate and have 
control of the finances of the Govern- 
ment you may sell credit and get 
money. 

We believe that the opening of 
mints will bring into circulation m 
:9tandard money; to the gold of the 
world we will add the ailver and when 
gold and silver together measure the 
price of all the property of the world 
that price will be higher than it is now 
and having been restored, it will re- 
main more stable than it is now,«nd 
that is why we are in favor of bimlital- 
lism- 

We want the ratio of 16 to 1 for 
two reasons. In the first place we 
believe that the gap between gold bul- 
lion and silver bullion has been caused 
hy hostile legislation and that it can 
be closed by friendly legislation. 
(Renewed applaum.) We believe 
that the law esa undo what the law 
has done and that it in not naoessary 
to make any ehangie in the ratio 
TSereia another reawn. ^ave toh 
evev tried te Ifwe out ifbat would be 
the effect if we changed the ratio ac- 
cording to the planv auggej^ by our 
ODDonentat -s-rrr^'' 
JBuppose all the workL aigraed to a 
r«ioof32 to 1 and auppoae tbey 
made the change by douoUng the 
aizo of the silver dollar. Do you know 
what that would meant It would 
mean the recoinage of four billion of 
silver dollars into the two billion of 
silver dollars. It would mean first 
the shrinkage of one-half of all the 
silver in the world measured in dollars 
and a shrinkage of one-quarter of all 
the metallic money of the world. It 
would mean an increase in the pur- 
otusing power of every dollar. It 
wwld mean the decrease in the yalue 
to^roperty in our billions of dollars 
auci increase the debts of the world 
billions of dollars more. 

We ace in favor of a raito of 16 to 1 
not because we produce silver, but 
because we use both gold aud silver 
and need all the gold and silver to 
keep the parity between money and 
property. 

We are opposed to the gold stand 
ard because the gold standard mean! 
a rising dollar. The rising dollar 
means falling prices; falling prices 
mean hard times. The party that 
tries to make, by raisiu^ the value of 
the dollar, lower pncea for the 
general products of buman labor, ia 
the party that legislates stagnation 
upon a people and drives 
bankruptcy. 

Just a word about one phase of this 
subject. I want to caution you 



agamst putting your affairs in the 
Viands of foreign nations. 
Let me reaa to you something— I 



am afraid I may offend some advocate 
of the gold standard, but I am going 
to read it even at the tiak of offending 
him. Let me read jott aoatething 
aud see if you ca^ g«eai wbo uied 
the language.

The Frankfort Capital gives space 
to a grapevine "special" from Hop- 
kinsville that is not only untrue but 
rediculous. It ia eir^^n h.-.l.on.-: 

"Hopkinsville. Ky., Aug. 29.— The 
threat of free silver has produced its 
effect here. The Western Asylum for 
the Insane has the foundations laid 
for two new buildings, and the Legis- 
lature has appropriated 165,000 to 
pay for them. Arrangement had been 
made by which the contractors were 
'0 take the State's warrants and do 
the work for the amount appropriat- 
ed. Now the contractors refuse to do 
anything, as they fear that iu the 
event, of Bryan's election, the war- 
rants would uot bring them more 
than .50 cents on the dollar of the 
present gold standard price. 

Aud HO Superintendent Letcher has 
to do the best he can with nearly 
twice as many patients as the asylum 
buildings can comfortably accommo- 
date. By the exercise of great care 
the poor afl9cted wards of the State 
are made fairly comfortable, but they 
cannot be properly treated in such 
crowded quartera. 

The buudinga have not been put up 
because the State haa no money to pay 
the appropriationa made some three 
years ago. Meaara. Forbes St Bro., the 
contracters, are free silver men and 
do not believe that a great and pow- 
erful government with seventy mil- 
lions of people and assets fourteen 
times af great as its liabilities could 
make any legal tender dollar that 
would not be worth 100 cents. They 
have all along declined to 
take warrants that could not be cash- 
ed at full value, for the reason that 
they took the contract cn a very close 
margin and at cash figures. The 
further statement that the asylum has 
nearly twice as many patients as it 
can accommodate is misleading. The 
building is somewhat crowded but 
the Superintendent can not be forced 
to take patients when he has no room 
for them and consequently he can al- 
ways limit the number by refusing to 
accept more than he can provide 
for. Even in politics it is always 
best to tell the truth. This the Gov- 
ernor's mouthpiece has neglected to 
do. 



Iu its daily issue of August 10, 
18S6 the Louisyil%^urier-JouraaI 
lays down the following proposi 
tions:

"6. That the aUver discount is cre- 
ating a bonus of more than 30 per 
cent, in favor of the farm productions 
of India and Asia, which to that ex- 
tent cheapens the wheat, cotton and 
various other products of the United 
States. 

'6. That these lamentable condi- 
tions have been produced by anti-sil- 
ver legislation. » 

'7. That tbey can be undone aud 
prosperity restored by pro-silver leg- 
islation. 

"If any newspaper in New York or 
Boston or Chicago or Philadelphia or 
St. Louis or Cincinnatti or New Or- 
eauH can successfully controvert 
ither of these propositions, it will 
render the public valuable service by 
doing so at once. 

"If they cannot controvert either 
of these propositions they are obvi- 
ously conniving at a gigantic fraud 
and wrong which cannot oo-exlat with 
any degree of rro'P^ritT-"
